What Dr. G. G. Tyrrell Has to Say 
About the Disease and Vaccina- 
tion — Forty-Five Millions of Peo- 
ple Die from Its Effects. 


{Sacramento Record-Union.] 

A reporter of the Record-Union 
called on Dr. G. G. Tyrrell, secretary 
of the State Board of Health, last 


evening to inquire about the small- 


pox. The Doctor star ed in by saying: 
**Well, we have no case in Sacramento 
so far, and the vigilance of the officers 
is such that it will be impossible, if a 
case does come here, for it to spread. 
In Sierra one death is reported on 
Tuesday. One casé is reported from 
Dunsmuir, in Siskiyou county. A case 
is also reported from Red Bluff. It is 
rumored that they have a case at Oro- 
vile, in Butte county. The individual 
rted from Elmira is dead, and no 
er case is reported from that local- 
ity. Acase is reported from Clover- 
dale, but it has bean properly quaran- 
tined. My attention has been called 
to an article in an evening Sa wg of to- 
day, which is leaded, and as fol- 


lows 

‘It has been and is the custom to ad- 
vise people,whenever there is any trace 
of smallpox in the vicinity, to immedi- 
ately get vaccinated. The writer was 
conversing the other day with one of 
the most eminent surgeons and pbysi- 
cians in this State, and asked him his 
candid and honest opinion of vaccina- 
tion. answer was that it was a 
fraud and an imposition; that ithad no 
more effect in preventing or keeping 
away smalipox than would be the in- 
jection of a little cold water.

demonstrated by the experience of 
ny years that vaccination is neces- 
ry, and that if-one would secure per- 
fect ot mmunit from smallpox, he must 
be vaccinated as often as once in five 
or seven years. 
‘““DECREASE OF MORTALITY. 
“Vaccination was recognized by law 
in England in 1840, aud became com- 
pulsory in 1853. Tne mortality statis- 
tics from 1838 to 1878 show a steady de- 
crease of deaths from smallpox—from 
71 to every 1,000,000 to 97 to the. same 
number.

‘/DEATHS AMONG THE VACCINATED 
| AND UNVACCINATED. 
“From the study of more than 15,000 
cases in the London smallpox hospital 
at the same period, it was found that 
while the unvaccinated died at the rate 
of 37 percent., the mortality among 
the vaccinated was only 6} per cent.

Los Angeles Sewerage 

Los ANGELES, Jan. 19. To the 
Editor of THe Traes.}] There is no 
doubt but every gallon of sewage of 
this city, until its inbabitants number 
uoubie its estimated increase to 200,000, 
ean be so utilized at some profit to the 
city. Not that I mean that any movey 
can be made from it over and above 
the expense,- but that some income can 
be received to meet expense and in- 
terest and save completing the outlet

than of kind. There is little: differ- 
ence between the sewage of a water- 
closeted town and a non-closeted. 

There is no doubt that the solid ex- 
crement forms the most important 
polluting agent of the sewage, yet it is 
by no means the greatest in aggregate 
amount, and is indeed but a small 
fraction of the total polluting material 
which comes from the innumerable 
articles of domestic economy. - 

Sewage when fresh and freely ex- 
posed to the air, as in sewers only par- 
tially filled, has little odor and can 
scarcely be’ considered offensive, but 
once let it accumulate in large quan- 
tities and come to comparative rest, 
putrefaction sets in and it becomes 
vilely odorous, a seething mass, full of 
those minute organisms which live and 
grow and multiply in airless deoxy- 
genated mediums. 

Sewage has thus far been disposed of 
in one of three methods. (1) It-may be 
turned into a river or the ocean, where 
it can be carried by currents, di- 
luted by diffusion and oxygenated 
by disso ved oxygen, without appreci- 
able nuisance. (2) it may be applied 
directly to the land, if sufficient area 
may be obtained to ‘dispose of it with- 
out offense. (3) It may betreated with 
chemical agents, such as directly de- 
stroy organic matter. 

Los Angeles has no river with water 
sufficient the year round to dilute her 
sewage. Thisis no misfortune. The 
gee question of Massachusetts today 

how to purify her streams and rivers, 
made vile by sewage. 

It is feasible to carry our sewage Lo 
the ocean, but not without future dan- 
ger, should our coast become densely 
populate 

he processes, morganic and organic, 
by which effete matters are got rid of 
by the soil can be but feebly imitated 
by man, hence the value of the 6000 or

with nearly 500,000 e, in this 
climate. 

There is no agent which 80 efficient! 
deodorizes sewage as the soil, whic 
acts not only as a check to putrefac- 
tion, but also absorbs the — of sew- 
age. This action, it has roved, 
is limited to the more superficial layers 
of the soil, which indicates broad irri- 
gation rather than deep infiltration, 
thus saving in the expense of deep ex- 
cavation and preparation of the soil. 
It has been demonstrated from exper- 
ience that simple straining of sew 
is all that is needed to fit it for broad 
irrigation. The solids can then be 
cremated atsmaljlexpense. 

It is an erroneous idea that sewage 
can be effectually treated by chemicals 
alone. Any chemical that will effect- 
ually destroy the spores of vacteria or 
deprive them of potential life will cer- 
tainly render the sewage unfit to be 
disposed of anywhere, for by such ad- 
dition it becomes a virulent poison.

Assotiated Charities. 

Los ANGELES, Jan. 20.—[{To the 
Editor of Tue Times.j In answer to 
a request, may I make a few'statements 
in your paper concerning two of the 
stumbling-blocks that presented them- 
selves to some minds at the meeting to 
organize. the’ Associated Charities of 
the city of Los Angeies. 

The system—a well-known one— 
London, Germantown, yi Buf- 
falo, Cincinnati, Washington, D. C.., 
and other cities having worked upon 
this plan for years in dispensing their 
charities, opposes random giving, con- 
sequent waste of the gift and discour- 
agement of the giver. The main ob- 
ject uf the central association is to in- 
quire into the condition of the appli- 
cants, to see whether their need comes 
from illness —--here the physicians 
find their line of cooperation; 
whether from idjeness — here the 
woodyard and . the muddy streets 
become the test; the city au- 
thorities cooperating, and the 
city treasury testifying te the results, 
whether from shiftlessness, caused in 
too many cases by lack of early train- 
ing to do work of any kind, and weil 
and faithfully, Here the ladies, with 
their patience in showing the women 
and children how to sew and do other 
work, cooperate; or, if from misfor- 
tune, which at times’ may come to all 
of us, the case is turned to one of the 
**spokes’’ cf the wheel, and to such a 
one as has sliown itself best fitted to 
help that particular form of misfor- 
tune. This investigation leads to the 
detection of fraud, and the consequent 
withdrawal of undeserved charity. Let 
me quote from the report of the asso- 
ciated charities of Boston for 1882. 
Qut of 3218 cases known to the Asso- 
ciated Charities only one-third needed 
help, one-half needed work rather than 
relief, one-sixth were idle, vicious or 
impostors, who needed to have all re- 
lief sharply cut off, so that they should 
be forced to support themselves by 
honest work. Yet these last are the 
artful beggars who deceive us itito giv- 
ing alms unless we protect ourselves by 
association. | 

As the hub of the wheel is merely the 
medium of support for the spokes and 
outlying rim, so should this central 
Office be looked upon, not with jealousy 
or distrust, but simply as a means of 
holding together the many valuable 
societies; to workin unisou, neither 
duplicating the work of the other, 
neither jealous, lest its own reputation 
for successful work be marred by com- 

arison or contact with othér societies. 

Jnion is strength, is net less true in 
combinations for charitable work than 
for those in any other department. A 
few earnest people, too well known as 
having kind hearts and willing hands 
to have their motives questioned, pro- 
pose to, associate themselves for intelli- 
gent action in the lines of charities. 
They will ‘‘compel no society to join 
them whether willing er not: they 
will only invite to friendly talk till 
somemay wish to join, none being 
asked to do go until seems best 
to them.
